1. Action Requested: Reference memorandum asks that you submit 
our proposed 1979 Legislative Prograrn (or "Agenda") by 10 November 
1978. It is requested instead that you sign.the attached memorandum 
stating that you will be submitting this agenda by 15 November 1978 as 
part of the Consolidated NFIP budget. 


2. Background: Traditionally, we have submitted the proposed legis - 
lative program for the CIA as part of, or subsequent to, the Agency's 
budget submission. This year, that budget went to OMB on 15 September 
1978. 


In recognition of your Community responsibilities, and in an effort 
to put the proposed agenda in as strong a position as possible, this year 
we are preparing the agenda to submit as part of the Consolidated NFIP 
budget, by 15 November 1978. Your memorandum. of 24 October 1978 to 
Community components requested that they review a draft agenda, 
reflecting primarily though not exclusively CIA proposals, and invited 
them to submit additional proposals. 


Although the response to the 24 October memorandum has been less 
than overwhelming, we have received some productive responses. At 
any rate, this agenda will be included in the budget submission on 
15 November, and all Community components will have had full 
opportunity to weigh in with ideas. 


We could send a copy of the Agency's proposed agenda to OMB by 
10 November, the deadline set in reference memorandum, and noting 
that a similar agenda will be forthcoming in the 15 November budget. 
The preferable course of action, in my view, is to follow through on 
our original tack to submit a single Community agenda with the NFIP 
budget. This highlights your Community role, provides a vehicle for 
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proposals by all Community components not just the CIA, and avoids 
potential confusion by having two different legislative agenda. This 
course of action is entirely consistent with the governing OMB require- 
ments--OMB Circular A-19 and Jim McIntyre's memorandum of 18 August 
1978; the only difference being we are submitting a "Community agenda" 
rather thana "CIA agenda." 


3. Staff Position: The Resource Maragement Staff concurs in the 
course of action outlined in this memorandum, 


4. Recommendation: It is recommended that you sign the attached 
memorandum. , ;
